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. WILLIAM E. KEENER 


William E. Keener was born in Miami, Indiana on 6 January 1893, the son 
of George Harvey and Julia Anh Dawson Kepner. He studied at LaSalle Universxty 
Law School. In 1921 he graduated from the Array Balloon School. He graduated 
from the Army Airship School in 1922, the Naval Rigid Airships Course in 1925, 
the Air Corps Tactical School in 1936, and Command and General Staff School 
in 1937. He received ratings as a heavier-than-air command pilot, a combat 
observer, a senior balloon pilot, a rigid airship pilot, a semi-rigid airshxp 
pilot, and a metal-clad airship pilot. 


From 1909 to 1913 he served as a private in the U. . Marine Corps, and 
from 1916 to 1917 with the Indiana National Gmrd and the 28th Infantry , 
Mexican Border. He was commissioned a 2nd Lt. , Cav., U. . Army, on 14 J^e 
1917. He transferred to the Infantry as a 1st Lt. and advanced through the 
grades to Lt. General in 1950. 


He served as a battalion commander, A.E.F., participating in six major 
engagements during World War I. He then transferred to the Air Serves in 1920. 
In 1925 he became Assistant Commandant of the Army Airship School, ^om 1927 
to 1929 he commanded semi-rigid airships RS-1. In 1928 he won the Litchfield 
trophy and the National Balloon Race as well as the King Albert trophy in the 
Gordon Bennett International Balloon Race. The following year he bec^e a 
test pilot for the U. Navy metal-clad airship ZMC-2. In 1934 he piloted 
and commanded the National Geographic Society - Arny Air stratosphere balloon 
flight. He participated in the first trans— continental blind flight for 
plane as escort pursuit plane for Major Ira Eaker in 1936. He commanded the 
Defense Pursuit Air Force at the Fort Bragg maneuvers in 1933 and comirjanded 
the 1st Army Air Forces (1st Air Support Command) Carolina maneuvers in 1941 • 
From August 1944 to May 1945 he coirananded the 2nd Air Division 8th Air Force, 
and then he became Commander of the 8th Air Force, E.T.O., until August of 
1945, at which time he became Commander of the 9th Air Force. In 1946 he 
served as Deputy Commander of aviation atomic bomb tests at Bikini until 
September of that year at which time he became Commanding General of the A.A.F. 
Technical Training Command, Scott Field, St. Louis, Mo. Following this assign- 
ment he served as Chief, Special Weapons Group Headquarters, U.S.A.F., 1947j 
Commander, Air Forces and Deputy Commander Atom Bomb Tests, Operation Sand- 
stone, Eniwetok, Marshall Islands, summer, 1943, and Commander, Air Proving 
Ground, Eglin Air Force Base, Florida, 1943-1950. He then became Lt. General, 
Goramander—in— Chief , U. Alaskan Command. 


General Kepner has received the following awards i Distinguished Service

Cross, Bronze Star Medal, Air Medal, Purple Heart, Marine Corps Good Conduct, 
Mexican Border, Army of Occupation and Emergency Defense Force service medals, 
E.T.O. ribbon with 6 stars.

Jerarald Wright was born in Amherst, Mass., on 4 June 1398. He is the 
son of Gen. William Mason and Marjorie Jerauld Wright. In 1917 he graduated 
from the United States Naval Academy and was commissioned an Ensign in the 
United States Navy, He was promoted through grades to Rear Admiral on 5 May 
1943. During that time he was assigned to the U, S, S, Castine, 1917-1913; 
the destroyers Dyer and Reid, 1918-1922; the U, S. S. Breese, 1922, and the 
U. S. S, John D. Ford, 1922-1924, From 1924 to 1926 he was assigned to the 
Presidential yacht, U, S, I4ayf lower and for the following two years he 
served as Naval Aide to President Calvin Coolidge, In 1926 he was assigned to 
the U, S. S. Maryland, and in 1929 he was attached to the Bureau of Ordnance, 
Navy Department, Washington, E, c, until 1931. During this period he also 
served as Naval Aide to President Herbert Hoover. From 1931 to 1934 He was 
assigned to the U. S, S, Salt Lake City. The following year he was on the 
Executive Staff of the United States Naval Acaden^jr. From 1935 to 1936 he was 
aide to the Assistant Secretary of the Navy and from 1936 to 1937 he was again 
attached to the Bureau of Ordnance. In 1937 he served as Commander of the 
destroyer U. 3, S, Blue, and in 1939 he returned to the Executive Staff of the 
Naval Academy. 

During the war years he served as Executive Officer of the U, 3, 3^ Missis- 
sippi, I94I-I942. Following this he wgs assigned to the headquarters of the 
Comraander-in-Chief of the U. Fleet and the staff of the Commander of Naval 
Forces in Europe. He also served on the staff of the Commander of the Allied 
Expeditionary Force and the staff of the English Admiral of the Fleet in 1943. 

In that year he also became Assistant Chief of Staff to the Commander of the 
Naval Forces in Northwest Africa. In 1944 he was Commander of the cruiser 
Santa Fe; from 1944-1945 he was Commander of Amphibious Group 5, and in 1945 
Commander of Cruiser Division 6. From 1945 to 1943 he served as Head of Opera- 
tional Readiness, Office of Chief of Naval Operations. In 1948 Admiral Wright 
became Commander of the amphibious force of the Atlantic Fleet, He was on duty 
with the Flagship U. S. S, laconic. Naval Operating Base, Norfolk, Va., and 
held the permanent rank of Rear Admiral. At the present time he is in London 
in CINCNELM.
